Court to-day decided that where a 

party advanced funds toa firm in

city in 1862, all the parties being then 
in New Orleans ap * city was — 
iured by the Federal forces before the 
cotton was purchased with the funds 
so advaneed, the agent having gone 
into the interior prior (> the cap 
ture, his agency to purchase cotton 
was terminated by the hostile posi- 
tion of his principals towards the 
cotton owners, consequent upon 
the capture, and that a purchase 
of cotton afterwards was an 
effectual aid to the enemy. It was 
forbidden by the soundest principles 
of public law. The purchaser there- 
fore, obtained no title to the cotton 
and had no claim against the gov- 
ernment for its capture. Mr. Justice

Attorney General Hargrove's 
Opinion. 


On Saturday last, Hon. T. L. HAR- 
GROVE, Attorney General of North 


Committees on the part of the Legis-

Col. HARGROVE replied to both 
Committees respectively, but his 
opinion furnished to the Senate 
Committee being at greater length 
than that furnished to the House, 
we make the former the subject of 
remark. 

The Attorney General thinks there 
is no injunction. He quotes Bright- 
ley’s Digest that no writ of injunc- 
tion can be granted in any case with- 
out notice to the adverse party. The 
order of Judge Bonn, of the 10th of 
Nove.uber, that the case would be set 
for hearing for an injunction on 

| Wednesday of the Circuit Court, the 
; 26th inst, provided a copy of the or- 
der be served on the defendant in six 
days, is not a restraining order. His 
Honor did not grant the writ of in- 
junction at the time of issuing the 
order, and it was beyond his power 
to do so, because no notice had been 
served on the Treasurer. All that 
Judge Bonnp’s order did was to fix a 
day for argument, when he would 
consider the matter as to whether to 
grant or refuse the writ of injunction 
asked for by Mr. SELF. 

The Attorney General admits that 
the Plaintift might have obtained a 
restraining order, if he had applied 
for itat the time of sueing out the 
writ, provided it was shown to the 
Judge that there was danger of irre- 
parable injury from delay, and in 
that case, the Judge might have 
granted the restrainingorder without 
requiring security, in accordance 
with the Act of Congress of June Ist, 

The Attorney General does not 
think that the prayer fora writ of 
injunction, the service of a copy of 
the bill and subpoena, and the order 
of the Judge naming a certain day 
for the hearing of the motion for an 
injunetion operate either as an in- 
junction or as an order of restraint. 
The Plaintiff had his remedy, if he 
desired to enjein, plainly prescribed 
by law—but he has not followed the 

The Attorney General therefore 
concludes that the suits instituted by 
ALFRED SELF against the Public 
Treasurer do not legally restrain that 
officer rom paying out money on 
proper Warrants from the Treasurer. 

The opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, althopgh not an elacorate one, 
strikes us as being logical and con- 
elusive. We think it 1 the duty of 
the Treasurer to act on it at once.

Not Willing to Wait. 

The New York Herald in its lead- 
er of Saturday, on Dishonorable 
Peace or an Honorable ur,“ goes 
at length into the circumstances con- 
nected with the seizure of the Vir- 
ginius and the Spanish butchery of 
the American citizens. That paper 
comments with great severity on the 
insult offered to the American Consul 
at Santiago, the cutting of telegraph 
wires by BURRTIEL to render it an im- 
possibility to receive orders to pre- 
vent the murder of the prisoners, the 
rejoicings at Havana and Madrid over 
the wholesale slaughter, the insults 
to Sick Ls at Madrid, because he 
protested against the outrages, the 
refusal to listen to the demands of 
our Government, and the attempt to 
mob the American Legation at the 
Spanish Capital. After coloring 
these circumstances in its peculiar 
style, the Herald then adds: 


„„How much longer are we to wait, 
with our flag trailing in Spanish mud 
and our national honor splashed 
with the blood of the Santiago vic- 
tims? Are we to be tient until 
Senor Soler, with his brilliant staff 
of flunkies, concludes his gorgeous 
pleasure trip to Cuba and reports to 
his government that ‘there is noth- 


ing in the Virginius affair?’ Are 


we to wait ninety days, as in the case 
of the Lloyd Aspinwall, and then be 
satisfied with a money indemnity ? 
Shall we wait until Spain has 
sent all her iron-clads into these 
waters, has —— more guns 
in New York to be sent to Cu- 
ba, and has made all the prepara- 
tions she can to resist our demands 
or slaughter our soldiers and sailors? 
Shall we wait until the excitement 
dies out“ so that ‘diplomacy may be 
successful’? and a cimpromise may 
be fixed up, disgraceful in the pres- 
ent and without any real guarantee 
for the future? Shall we wait until 
Spain has indulged in her grandilo- 
quent roar, twirled her terrible mus- 
tache sufficiently and is prepared to 
allow us to present our complaints? 
‘Or, shall we do the only act that can 
insure reparation for the past and se- 
curity for the future—occupy Cuba 
with our t guard her harbors 
with our vessels and hold possession 
until a final and satisfactory settle- 
ment can be made?“ 

The Herald proeeeds to denounce 
„the turbulent and savage men who 
disgrace the name of humanity on 
the unhappy Island,” andasks ‘‘what 
fhith can be placed in the outlaws, 
who, defying their own authorities, 
have committed these crimes?’ It 
says they must be treated as felons 
and seourged into humanity. It 
adds: 

“If Spain is mad enough to fight 
for them we must teach her a lesson 
her beggarly pride has long needed. 
it her so-called Republic is worthy 
the name she will disown the lawless 
acts of the eutthroats of the Casino 
Espanol and will unite with us in 
giving tree institutions, peace and 
civilization to Cuba. Should she 
force War upon us, it Will be a war in 
which we shall have the sympath 
of the civilized world, for we shall 
fight for the freedom of the seas; to 
protect the lives of citizens of all 
countries from butchery without trial; 
to maintain the sacredness of inter- 
national law and treaty obligations, 
and our triumph will strike down the 
last vestige of human slavery in the 
civilized world.“ 

The Herald. is evidently striving 
hard to enkindlea war feeling against 
Spain by its powerful appeals and 
sensational letters, but we see no ne- 
cessity for indecent haste in a matter 
of so great importance. It should 
exercise patience and discretion. It 
is well enough for the Government to 
make ample preparations for any 
emergency that may arise. The 
Herald should be content to await till 
Congress assembles. Waris aserious 
business, and if it is inevitable, it is 
necessary for the Administration to 
move cautiously in order to secure 
the support and assistance of the 
united sentiment of the country. If 
wur can be avoided honorably, it 
should be done, and while we admit

thought of the situation General 
Sherman responded that matters had 
not yet progressed to that point 
where his pari of the business began. 
It is still a question of 
and according to the old adage, 
‘War begins only when diplomacy 
ends.“ As to the condition of the 
material of the army, the arsenals 
are well stocked with arms, of the 
most approved patterns; the maga- 
zines are stored with full supplies of 
ammunition for small arms aud ar- 
tillery; the depots have abundant 
quantities of clothing and accoutre§ 
ments, all in fine condition anc 
available at the shortest notice. He 
believed that the most effective way 
of raising such force as would 
be necessary to an invasion of 
Cuba would be to increase the numer- 
ical force of each company to the 
standard of one hundred men. There 
are at present 25 regiments of infant- 
ry and 15 regiments of cavalry 
and artillery. With each com- 
pany numbering 100 men the army 
would be increased to about 45,000 
men instead of 30,000, as at present.
